If you wish to bind for yourself a pa 
per covered book, carefully strip back 
ward the paper cover, trim the frayed 
edges and lay the cover aside, Witha 
sharp awl bore fresh holes through the 
book, as to the back as may be 
without danger of breaking. Sew the

leaves together lengthwise through | 
these holes with a fine cord or coarse | 


darning cotton, knotting it securely. 
Take a strip of cotton or linen cloth 
and sew singly over the back, vollowing 
the line and stitches already taken, fas- 
tening well. 

This strip must be made wide enough 
to allow an inch on each side to be past- 
ed upon the boards which are to form 
the cover. Cut the two pasteboards with 
care, allowing a bit to extend beyond 
the leaves in length and depth, referring 
to any well bound volume as a model of 
proportion, the depth of the cover pro- 
tecting the leaves, 

Having good flour paste, scalded but 
not boiled, brush the lap of the muslin 
loose at each side of the back and place 
the side board upon this strip, fitting it 


exactly, making sure that this adheres 
and being careful to wipe away the 


paste oozing out. Then paste over all 
the back, bringing down over the paste- 
boards an ineh or more a generous back 
ing of stout silesia of This 
should be doubled in at the topand bot 
tom to strengthen the silesia in its fu- 
ture wear. 

Next, having cut from stout wrapping 


any color, 


paper two pieces sufliciently large to 
bring over top, bottom and front edges 
of the boards, brush the paper over its 
entire surface with paste and apply it 


dexterously to the boards, having its 


truest edge neatly applied to the silesia

FISHING RODS, 


The Varied Assortment That the 


Angier May Accumulate, 

A man devoted to angling might 
have from 20 to 50 fishing rods 
There are many men that own as 
many as 40, for fresh water flehing 
;only, Which is here alone consider 
ed, At tho outset of h fishing 
career it man Het umulat rod 
With experience, Here is what

ginner, to whom the cost of rods 


was not a matter of importance; 
He would start, say, with black 
bass, and buy a split’ bamboo rod 


weighing seven ounces and 10° feet 
in length, Out fishing he would 
meet A man using a six ounce rod, 


which seemed to answer the pr 


pose just as well, and very soon he 


buys 4 six ounce rod himself, After 
awhile he buys a bass minnow cast 


ing rod, with light tackle, a rod 
weighing four or five ounces and 
measuring 7 feet in length lie 
looks forward to the day when he 
can attach a live minnow to his 
hook and cast it: 100 or 125 feet and 
not kill the minnow in the cast. 
Before he has reached this degree 


of proficiency, however, he is likely 


| to begin on trout fly rods, And of 
these, before very long, he will ac- 


cumulate eight or ten, ranging 
weight from three to eight ounces, 

He will have rods for different 
the bank and for fishing while wad- 
ing, and rods adapted to the charac. 
ter of the waters fished, as to width 
of stream and strength of current, 
and so on, und *ods adapted to spe 
cial regions and the fishes found in 
them. Then the angler begins buy- 
ing salmon rods. He is likely to buy 
first a rod 1? feet in length and 
that too heavy and buys a rod 15}, 
feet long and weighing 24 ounces. 
Later still he buys asalmon vod 144, 
feet in length and weighing 
ounces. 

All the rods the angler has bought 
so far are of spht bumboo, Now he 
goes in for a colléction. He had be- 
gun to be especially interested in 
rods when he was buying trout rods, 
and now he is more interested than 
ever, He goes in for novelties. He 
buys, for instance, a green heart 
salmon rod, Before the introduction 
of the split bamboo rod, which is 
now for fresh water fishing displac 
ing all the rods of wood, including 
bethabarra and dancewood, the 
green heart was the ideal salmon 
rod, and it is still used. Green heart 
rods were o1iginally turned out, as 
they are still, by local makers in 


ly 


Scotland and IJreland. ‘The most 
celebrated of green heart rods, one 
of Scotch and the other of Irish 


make, are kuown to all sulmon fish 
ermen, The angler buys, it may be, 
two green heart of different 
lengths, one of 154, feet and one of 
17 feet. He may prefer to use his 
more modern split bamboo rods, but 
he loves the green heart. 

Then the angler provides himeelt 
With grilse rods of two lengths, 17 
and 181, feet, weighing 15 and 1644 
ounces. By this time he has perhaps

‘GRANT LOVED HORSES 


THE SIDENT WAS AN EN

of General Grant's marked obar 
acteristics was his love of a horse, Mr 
George P. Floyd, who was 
with this side of the general's charac 
r, has written an article on the sub 
ject in The American Cultivator, He 
declares that Grant lost all his reticence 
and coldness of manner in the presence 
good horse—the hinges of his 
were loosened, and he became 
eloquent, and even gosticulated, almost 
like a Frenchman. The late Colonel 
Peyton, who has written a book of rem 
iniscences, tells in that volume the

| story of his first meeting with Grant 


It was in 1888, when 
boy was working in a store at Flat 
Rock, Ky., and Ulysses Grant, then 16 
years old, lived at Georgetown, O., not 
many miles distant, 

Ulysses, who, according to Peyton, 
was then ‘‘awkward, ungainly, deter 
mined, industrious and very poorly dress 
ed,’’ drove over to Flat Rock on an er- 
rand, He had to stay all night and slept 
at the store with young Peyton, It was 
very cold, and the boys ‘kept to 
the lee of the counter.’’ In the morning 
Grant asked Peyton if he could help 
him. Peyton said, ‘'Yes,’’ and Grant 
helped sweep out the store, take down 
the shutters and put the stock in place. 

After breakfast young Grant drove 
off, but bis horse was a vicious one, and 
he had not gone far before it ran away 
and brought up in a fence corner, For 
tunately no damage was done. Grant 
jumped out, seized the trembling borse 
by the bit and tied his handkerchief over 
its eyes. Then he drove the horse blind 
folded all the way to Gorgetown., 

But at 16 Grant was an old horseman, 
He began his driving at 7, when, Mr. 
Floyd says, he hitched an unbroken colt 
toasled in the absence of his father 
and hauled brush all day, At 10 years 
of age he drove a spirited pair of horses 
alone from Georgetown to Cincinnati, 
40 miles, 

Tho familiar story, told of so many 
famous people, of blundering bargain 
ing, is told also—und very likely with 
truth—of Grant asa boy. Ulysses’ fa- 
ther, it is said, had offered a neighbor 
$20 for a colt, but the neighbor wanted 
$25. Vinally Grant sent his boy for the 


Peyton asa 


close 


colt, with instructions to get him for 
less if possible, but if necessary to pay 
the $25. When he arrived at the neigh- 
bor's, Ulysses was asked how much his 


father had told him to pay for the colt 

‘Father said,’’ replied Ulysses, ‘‘for 
me to offer you $20, and if that did not 
get the colt to offer you $22. and if 
that did not fetch him to give you $25."'

Then, as always, Grant was peculiar- 
ly successful in breaking intractable 
horses through the exercise of his quiet 


and gentle disposition, coupled with a 
remarkable degree of firmness. 
Such a rider would naturally have 


preferred to go into the cayalry on his 
graduation from West Point, but his 
scholarship was low, and, as is common- 
ly the case with such cadets, he was as- 
signed to the infantry. 

General Grant's biographers would 
find it impossible to deny, if they wish- 
ed to do so, that he was, in his later 
years, fond of fast trotting, but he can- 
not be accused of encouraging any rac- 
ing of a demoralizing character nor of 
any ‘“‘speeding’? which involved the 
slightest cruelty. He liked to drive, 
even during his presidency, in bis mo 
ments of relaxation, a team of horses 
that could ‘‘go.’’ Mr, Floyd tells an

instance, the “Maj. McKinley” referred 
to is the largest, handsomest and most 
vicious bird at the ostrich farm, and his 
wife was one of the most valuable heus 
of her species. 

The wife murder occurred during the 
afternoon of ‘Tuesday. 


When the female ostrich begins to 
lay the male helps her build a nest. 
This consists of a round hole in the 


ground about three feet in diameter and 
six inches in depth at its deepest part. 

Maj. and Mrs. McKinley had been 
penned off and began to make a nest in 
one corner of the small inclosure, In 
the adjoining inclosure, separated by a 
high tence of two-inch boards, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jim Corbett, the next best pair of 
ostriches, were penned, 

Up to Tuesday M Corbett had laid 
three eggs while Mrs. McKinley had not 
an egg in her nest, 

The male and female ostrich take 
turns in hatching the eggs, the female 
occupying the nest during the day and 
the male at night. Whether it was 
jealousy that caused the trouble in the 
McKinley pen or some other cause, the 
coroner's jury that sat upon Mrs, Me- 
Kinley’s remains is not prepared to say. 
Corbett might have taunted McKinley 
about the nests, and the latter resented 
the insult upon his wife, since the fence 
prevented him reaching Corbett; but 
whatever the cause of the quarrel, Me- 
Pinley deliberately kicked his wife to 
death, 

It was 8 o'clock in the afternoon when 
the tragedy occurred, and the park was 
filled with visitors who were looking at 
the birds. Suddeuly there came a roar, 
as if from a mad bull. None of the 
visitors had the slightest idea that a 
bird could give tongue to such a sound, 
but the attendant knew there was 
trouble. One shrill ery from the man, 
followed by more roars from the bird, 
brought attendants armed with long 
poles from all parts of the grounds,

Mr, Jacob A, Riis, author of ‘How 
the Other Half Lives’ and other studies 
of tenement house life, contributes to 
The Century in the series of ‘* Heroes of 
Peace’ an article on ‘'Teroes Who 
Fight Fire.’ Mr, Riis says of the fire- 
man: 

His life is too full of real peril for 
him to expose it recklossly—that is to 
say, needlessly, From the time when 
be leaves bis quarters in answer to an 
alarm until 
that may at any moment set him face 
to face with death in its most cruel 
form, He needs nothing so much as a 
cloar head, and nothing is prized so 
highly, nothing puts hign so surely in 
the lino of promotion, for as he advances 
in rank and responsibility the lives of 
others as well as his own come to de 
pend on his judgment. The act of con- 
spicuous daring which the world ap 


ter of simple duty that had to be done 
in that way because there was no other, 
Nor is it always or even usually the 
hardest duty, as he sees it. It came easy 
to him because he is an athlete trained 
to do such things and because, once for 
all, it is easier to risk one’s life 
open, in the sight of one’s fellows, than 
to face death alone, caught like a rat in 
atrap., That is the real peril which he 
knows too well, but of that the public 
hears only when he has fought his last 
fight and lost. 

How literally our everyday security 
—of which we think, if we think of it 
at all, asa mere matter of course—is 
built upon the supreme sacrifice of these 
devoted men we realize at long inter- 
vals, when a disaster occurs such as the 
one in which Chief Bresnan and Fore- 
man Rooney lost their lives. They were 
crushed to death under the great water 
tank in a Twenty-fourth street factory 
that was on fire, Its supports had been 
burned away. An examination that was 
then made of the water tanks in the city 
discovered 8,000 that were either whol- 
ly unsupported, except by the roof 
beams or propped on timbers, and 
therefore a direct menace, not only to 
the firemen when they were called 
there, but daily to those living under 
them. It is not pleasant to add that the 
department's just demand for a law 
that should compel landlords either to 
build tanks on the wall or on iron sup- 
ports has not been heeded yet; but that 
is unhappily an old story. 

Seventeen years ayo the collapse of a 
Broadway building during a fire con- 
vinced the community that stone pillars 
were unsafe as supports, The fire was 
in the basement, and the firemen had 
turned the hose on, When the water 
struck the hot granite columns, they 
eracked and fell, and the building fell 


| with them. There were upon the roof at 


the time a dozen men of the crew of 
Truck Company No 1, chopping holes 
for smoke vents. The majority clung to 
the parapet and hung there till rescued, 
from 
which the flames shot up 20 feet when 
the roof broke. One, Fireman Thomas 
J. Dougherty, was a wearer of the Ben- 
His foreman answers on

It was the burning of the St. George 


tan bank, in which a dozen men were 
disabled, that stamped the average fire- 


| proof construction as faulty and largely 


delusive. One might even go further 
and say that the fireman’s risk increases 
in the ratio of our progress or conyen 
jence. The water tanks came with the 
buildings, which in them 
selves offer problems to the fire fighters 
that have not yet been solved. 

The very air shafts that were bailed 
as tho first advance in tenement house 
building added enormously to the tire 
man's work and risk as well as to 
risk of every one dwelling under 


the 
their 
chin- 
neys that carried the fire to the open 
windows opening upon them in every 
story. More than half of all the fires in 
New York occur in tenement houses 
When the tenement house commission of 
1804 sat in this city, considering means 
of waking tenements safer and better, 
it received the most practical help and 
advice from the firemen, especially from 
Chief Bresnan, whose death occurred 
only a few days after he had testified 
as a witness. The recommendations 
upon Which he insisted are now part of 
the general tonement house law.

A few old benches against the walls and 
some wretched candles are the only 
furnishings, The demimonde, petit 
monde and the quartde monde frequent 
this cellar to a great extent. A perfect 
bubel of languages prevail—German, 
Polish, Czech, Russian, French, Hun 
avian, Slavonian, Italian, Servian, 
Bulgarian, Roumanian and Greek may 
all be heard spoken in the space of a 
few minutes, giving a splendid idea of 
Vienna's cosmopolitan nature and a 
striking proof that the iniperial capital 
of the Hapsburgs is not a German city, 
but a town which is neither European 
nor oriental, and possessing a cachet of 
its own, Which partakes both of the 
east and the west. Notwithstanding the 
Bohemian aspect of this Nsterhazy kel- 
ller and the poor quality of the food 
provided the two kinds of wine served 
are worthy of a royal table, 

Pxcellent wine is to be found at all 
Vienna cafes, much of which is na 
tive. Austria and Hungary together 
grow some 15 different wines, Liperor 
Charles IV transplanted in 1348 vines 
Burgundy to Melnik and Czer 
nosek, In lower Austria vineyards are 
found 6,000 feet above the sea level. 
The wines of Gumpoldskirehen, \ oeslau 
and Klosterneubourg can vie with Bar 
gundy and certain Rhine wines 

In southern Tyrol, in Styria, Carin 
thia, Moravia, Ulyria, Dalmatia, Hun 
gary and Croatia first class wine is made 
and forms in the Slav provinces the 
habitual drink of rich and poor alike 
he consequence is that the Slav races 
of Austria far more energetic and 
of finer physique than the German Aus 
trians, Who become bloated by excessive 
beer drinking. 

It is not easy to find good food at the 
Vienna cafes and restaurants, however, 
The Viennese manner of cooking is as 
international as are the Viennese them 
selves, The best is found in the hotels, 
all of which have three different classes 
of restaurants—one underground for the 
‘petits employes’? and coachmen, oue

The Dog Law In Norway. 

We do not believe that the coun 
try will ever be free from rabies 
until far more stringent measures | 
have been adopted. The danger 
arises mainly from stray curs of un 
cortain ownership and from dogs 
whieh, although they might be | 
claimetl by somebody, are not prop 
erly cared for by their proprietors. 
\Weshould like to see the dog tax in 
creased in amount, with due indul- 
gence to person who require dogs 
for purposes or persons who require 
Yogs for the issue of receipts in the 
form of collar badges, the color of 
whieh might be varied every year, 
and which would enable a policeman 
tosee ata glance whether the tax | 
for any particular dog had been | 
paid, Ifit had not, the dog should 
Le summarily destroted, 

By the strict enforcement of such 
asystem we should obtain a state of 
things analogous to that which ex 
ists in Norway, where not only is 
rabies unknown, but where the dogs | 
seen in the street are handsome, 
well bred and well cared for ani 
mals, not sufficiently numerous to 
be the nuisances they often are in 
London, The Norwegians adopt 
very stringent precautions with re- 
gard to dogs imported into their ter- | 
ritory, insisting upon ample certifi-
